Tehama County in 1968 e s­ 
caped any alarming upsurge of 
juvenile delinquency and drug 
use, Chief Probation Officer 
Roger Parker indicates in his 
annual report. 
"The 
Ills of the congested 
areas of our state have not, as 
yet, Invaded our borders to any 
organized degree," he wrote in 
the report 
filed 
this week. 
"T ru e, toe areas to toe north 
and to toe south have faced 
serious Invasion by the mdul- 
gers In the use of marijuana, 
dangerous drugs, and halluc­ 
inatory drugs, but Incidents in 
Tehama County have been kept 
at a minimum because of alert 
citizens, good law enforcement, 
and responsible co u rts." 
"Teham a County is certainly 
a 
progressive 
community," 
Parker declared. 
"T he great 


m ajority of our young people 
are 
Intelligent, 
law-abiding 
citizens and are provided good 
hom es, fine schools and church­ 
e s of toeir choice in an inter­ 
ested healthy county environ­ 
m ent. 
That the probation office was 
busy, however, is indicated by 
statistics in the report. There 
w ere 823 boys' cases and 178 
g irls’ cases disposed of during 
the year, a total of 1,001. And 
at toe end of the year there 
were 256 youngsters, 189 boys 
and 67 girls, under supervision 
j t the probation officer. 
In­ 
cluding cases under supervision 
at toe beginning of toe year and 
995 cases referred during toe 
y ear, 
there were a total of 
1,257 juvenile cases. 
In the adult probatio n division, 
there were 222 cases super­ 


vised during 1968. There were 
153 persons continued on pro­ 
bation from the previous year, 
12 of tlK#m women; toero were 
61 received on probation, seven 
of them women; and eight re ­ 
turned to active status, two of 
them women.

The cost In private 
schools for girls is prohibitive, 
running in the neighborhood of 
$500 tu $700 per month, plus 
clothing and Incidentals.

The clinical services at 
the Mental Health Department in 
Tehama County are overbur­ 
dened, appointments arc sche­ 
duled over a month ahead, un­ 
less It is a dire emergency. 
The County is In need of an 
uipanded program to meet toe 
needs of all agencies for mental 
health problems.

Of Safety Cleaning Rules 


\Vitn the coming of sunny days 
and blossoming shrubs and 
plants, thougnts turn to spring 
and, inevitably, the ho.nemaker 
thinks of housecleaning. 


While cleaning, there is a good 


opportunity to check each room 
for possible hazards. The fol- 
lowing suggestions are offered 
by Mrs. Dan Wittorff, safety 
chairman of the Red Bluff Jun- 
ior Women's Club, as a start- 
ing point for thinking "safety" 
while working. 


"As you do cupboards and 


drawers, keep alert for knives, 
scissors and other sharp ob- 
jects which should be kept in 
holdjrs or some secure place.

Check the 
handles of kettles and skillets 
to be sure they are securely 
attached. Examine small elec- 
trical appliances for frayed 
wires and loose connections.

the right ground cover. 
A majority of home gardeners 
want from their ground covers 
a showy carnival of color, and 
with

gazanlas, periwinkle, Ivy ger­ 
anium, ice plant, laatana, and 
Saint John’s worth, such is 
possible. 
Gazaalas like sun and are 
drought resistant. Their daisy­ 
like blooms come in the fa­ 
miliar 
yellow, 
orange 
and 
white—but recent introductions 
have 
oraagish -blooms 
with 
darker markings that create a 
stunning sight. A trailing va­ 
riety’ is most versatile-filling- 
in 
an 
area while providing 
beauty with its grey foliage 
and yellow blossoms. 
Periwinkle—both vinca major 
and vince minor—are trailers. 


They 
have 
attractive 
blue 
flowers and thrive In all kinds 
of soil. Vinca major is used 
wldely on slopes andother prob­ 
lem areas, while vinca minor 
is best In large areas, which 
because of location must be 
kept neat and attractive. 
In 
or out of bloom the vincas 
enhance their surroundings. 
Ivy geranium and ice plantare 
common to California gard­ 
eners, but there is nothing 
commonplace about the spec­ 
tacular 
beauty- their blooms 
provide. 
Nurserymen have a 
good 
selection of 
separate 
colors of each available and 
right now is an ideal time to 
plant. 


L an tan a is available in bedding 
plant sizes, and in milder win­ 
ter areas, nurserymen have a 
wide 
color choice to choose 
from. The continuous summer 
color sparkles throughout the 
neighborhood. SL John’s wort 
(hyperlcum) is a durable plant. 
Its soft green foliage is appeal­ 
ing to the eye and the yellow 
blossoms—close -up or from a 
distance—are traffic stoppers. 


There are other ground covers 
such as yellow-blooming pot­ 
ent ilia, ver be na (available in 
separate colors), and ajugathat 
provide refreshing garden ootor 
and are worthy of consideration. 
It would be a disservice not 
to mention ornamental straw­ 
berry, or the many ivy plants 
that are popular choices as 
ground covers.

Wool Growers Hear 
Field Trial Reports 
Field research reports, sheep

The event, attended by more 
than 700 persons, was held at 
Carroll Owens'headquarters on 
the old Cone-Ward Ranch near 
Los Mollnos. 
Heading the morning program 


was Ken Ellis, Tehama County 
livestock farm advisor. Ellis, 
along with cooperating ranchers 
gave progress reports on field 
trials in Tehama County aimed 
at increasing the lamp crop. 


"In deciding what field re* 


search 
to do we are agreed 


in this area that the most im- 
portant thing we can do to help 
a sheepman's income is to in- 
crease the number of lambs 
being born. Then it is up to good 
management 
to save these 


lambs and get them to market 
weight," Ellis said. 
Blood-Urea-Nitrogen 
trials 


were 
conducted hi Tehama 


County during the past year 
on the Alvares and Sam Wolf 
Hocks. These projects yield 
data to determine how best to 
keep the ewe nourished during 
the breeding season to keep the 
olood-urea nitrogen level high 
and increase the number of 
lambs conceived. 


' "* e split our flock this past 
summer into two groups," ex- 
plained Larry Alvares, "and 
s implemented one group with 
protein for thirtj days. We in- 
creased the B.tT.N. level and the 
larat crop 
from the supple- 


mented ewes compared to the 
rest of the flock." 
Wolf, Richfield sheepman, re- 
ported on the apparent benefits 
of top quality feed during the 
breeding season, 


"We moved onto excellent feed 


in the mountains last season," 
he said. "As a result more than 
half 
our ewes lambed during 


the first month of lambing with 
a higher percentage of lambs 
born during that time. When 
the quality of feed declined the 
B.U.N. also defined and so did 
the per cent of lambs born." 
George 
Flournoy, who with 


his brothers "Bike" and Bill, 
operate a sheep and cattle ranch 
near Flournoy, said that using 
internal sponges for syncron- 
izatlon has worked well in their 
flock. 
"We succeeded in inducing 


earlier 
breeding 
especially 


when the treated ewes were 
compared to a control group 
bred out of sight and sound," 
he said. "Our experimental 
group of ewes that received a 
sponge plus 750 units of preg- 
nant mare serum gave birth to 
a 189 per cent lamb crop."

Judge George A. Brown up- 
held the contentions of Agrt- 
cultual Commissioner Seldon 
Morley and the Kern County 
Agricultural Chemical Associ- 
ation In ruling the reports con- 
tained trade secrets and were 
confidential. 
The onion said it wanted to 
see the records to help develop 
a health and safety program 
concerning the pesticides.

the impact these yield grades 
would have on our California 
spring lambs but we do plan to 
gather information this year." 
G. Eric Bradford, of the De- 
partment of Animal Science, 
U. C. Davis, reviewed his pro- 
jects on increasing the lambing 
percentage by selection. He 
said- "Sheep have a tremen- 
dous 
capacity for dual and 


multiple births. Selection for 
these traits can help increase 
the number of lambs conceived 
and born. This Is a highly pro- 
fitable method for sheepmen to 
increase their Income poten- 
tial. 


"If you are raising replace- 
ments select the larger ewe 
lambs and those that are twins. 
Breed 
these to a twin ram to 


get a genetic base for twinning 
in your next year's replace- 
ments. We've succeeded In rai- 
sing the lamb crop by more 
than 30 per cent in our Univer- 
sity of California test flocks b> 
selection for the twinning fact- 
or alone." 
Bradford also had words of ad- 
vice for sheepmen who do not 
raise their own replacements- 
"Try to buy your ewe lambs 
from flocks where the twinning 
rate is high and select the ewe 
lambs for size too." 


Bob Blackford, president of 


the California Wool Growers, 
told the large gathering that 
field research such as that re- 
ported in Tehama County can 
add materially to a sheepman's 
income. "With increasing costs 
all around us we must improve 
the production ability of our 
flocks," Blackford said.

Chickendog Proposal WINTER SLOW TO GO 
Stirs Ruckus Over 
Meat Lobby 
Next Few Weeks Critical Time 


WASHINGTON CAP) -A lead- 


ing consumer advocate says 
failure of the government to 
hold hearings in the developing 
"chickendog" controversy will 
mean surrender to the meat lob- 
by. 
The Rev. Robert J. Me Ewen, 
a Jesuit priest who neads the 
Consumer Federation of Amer- 
ica, made tee charge last week 
in a letter to Secretary of Agri- 
culture Clifford Hardin. 


At Issae is a proposal to lib- 
eralize labeling on notdogs 
which would permit poultrj 
meat In them without saying so 
in large lettering. 
The chickendog proposal is 
part of a plan to over haul fed- 
eral standards for hotdogs and 
otter cooked sausage products. 
It was passed on by tne Johnson 
administration, wnich favored a 
series of public hearings to let 
consumers have their sav. 


The Associated Press first re- 


ported that plans now call for 
the chickendog issue to be split 
from the broader, more com- 
plex proposals, including fat 
content 
and other 
specifi- 


cations, and be recommended 
without public hearings. 


McEwen charged in his letter 


—which he delivered to the de- 
partment in person—that if no 
hearings are held he would have 
to conclude "your department 
intends to be run ty the meat 
lobby—as some have long al- 
leged—with no effort to consult 
consumer opinion." 


There was no immediate re- 


sponse by Hardin, but Asst. Sec- 
retary Richard E. Lyng, who 
supervises the department's 
m eat regulation agency, said in 
a statement that consumer in- 
terests would be considered. 


"The 
department will take 


steps to assure that all interest- 
ed groups have an opportunity 
to make known their views on 
whatever proposals the depart- 
m ent makes to amend the label- 
Ing requirements that apply to 
cooked sausage," Lyng said. 
At present, chicken is permit- 
ted by federal regulations in 
hotdogs as long as the main la- 
bel Indicates the contents in 
bold letters, such as "Frank- 
furters, Chicken Added."

The man In charge of this

1940s worked for Pan Ameri- 
can Airways Africa, Ltd. In 
1960, he prepared a report for 
the late President Eisenhower 
entitled "Competition Among 
U. S. International Air Car- 
riers." 
Some aides who read it felt 
the report was slanted in favor 
of Pan Am. In any event, Dee 
on the eve of his retirement 
rejected a CAB recommenda- 
tion that more competition was 
needed in the Pacific. This 
decision has already given Pan 
Am eight additional years of 
limited competition, worth mil- 
lions to the stockholders. 


Now Nixon is again holding up 


action on the new air routes 
across the Pacific, awaiting 
a study by the same Chering- 
ton who helped to influence 
Ike's earlier pro-Pan Am de- 
cision, 
During the interim, 


Cherington actually testified on 
behalf of Pan Am in a trans* 
atlantlc route renewal case. 
The evidence of his Fan Am 
bias is available in CAB Dock- 
et No. 13577. 


A spokesman for the Trans- 


portation Department insisted 
to this column, however, that 
Cherington was taking a strict- 
ly objective view of the trans- 
pacific case. 


"We have decided absolutely 


no leaning toward Pan Am or 
perpetuation of the status quo 
with the high profits going to 
Pan Am," said the spokesman. 


As for the attempt to block 


Resorts International from tak- 
ing over Pan Am, White House 
aide Bob Ellsworth told this 
column: "We didn't make our 
recommendations with the idea 
of blocking anything. We noted 
a loophole in the law, which 
permits the effective transfer 
of airline ownership without a 
review by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. We felt it would be ap» 
propriate to close this loop- 
hole." 
It is at least a curious coin- 
cidence that Pan American Air- 
ways happens to benefit from all 
this White House activity. 


Note: One of Pan Am's dir- 


ectors, Robert Anderson, was 
Secretary of the Treasury In 
the Eisenhower administration 
and is on close terms with 
President Nixon.

The City Council of the City 
of Red Bluff does ordain as 
follows;

Helen Hayes was exulting over 
what she termed a brand new 
career. She is performing in 
her first movie since “ Anas­ 
tasia" in 1956. Her role: Ada 
Quonett, the sweet little lady 
who is a professional stowaway 
in “ A irport," the all-star Uni­ 
versal version of Arthur Hadl­ 
ey's best-selling novel. 
“ A whole new field has open­ 
ed up fbr me since I played 
in 'The Show-Off* on the stage," 
remarked Miss Hayes. “ Iplay­ 
ed a real harridan in that one, 
and audiences loved her because 
she aimed her scorn at the 
show-off.

Ease Eyestrain While 
Watching Television

Is television viewing harmful 
to the eyes of young people? 
“ It is too soon to tell, but what 
optometritsts see, 
they don't 
like," says Dr. Alden Norman 
Haffner, consultant to the So­ 
ciety for Visual Care. 
There is evidence that cor* 
stant television viewing at rela­ 
tively close distances “ tendsto 
cause some attributes of near­ 
sightedness in young people.” 
The question is whether this 
factor will be a long-term one 
and if it will affect a whole gea. 
eration of young people. 
Young people will continue to 
watch 
television, 
but they 
should be aware of how to ease 
the strain of viewing, Dr. Haff- 
ner says. More than 80 per cent 
of everything we learn comes to 
us through our eyes, so they are 
really precious. 
Here are Haffner's suggest­ 
ions for helping to ease eye­ 
strain 
while watching tele­ 
vision: 
Sit in a comfortable upright

position as far away afrom the 
television set as possible—the 
other side of the room. 
Use indirect lighting so that 
the room 
is 
not completely 
dark. Relative darkness has & 
tendency to set up fatigue mech­ 
anisms. Light should not reflect 
on television. It 
should be 
placed at the side of set. 
If one experiences fatigue—a 
little drowsiness or tired eyes- 
it may be a warning sign that 
some visual problems exist that 
should be investigated by a 
competent person. 
An eye examination may de­ 
termine that one needs glasses. 
Glasses should be selected for 
the highest standard of lenses, 
frames, workmanship. 
For example, there are no 
regulations for sunglasses sold 
over the counter, Haffner ex­ 
plains. He has found lens imper­ 
fections such as bubbles and 
low-grade 
power and has ob­ 
served lenses that are not tinted 
alike. 
Safety lenses made from tem­ 
pered glass 
or plastic are a 
great 
piotection for 
young 
people who must wear glasses, 
especially if one engages in 
sports. They will not splatter 
and harm the tissues of the 
eyes.
